LOUISE FITCH LEWIS: 


A Chicago report dated October 8, 1943, entitled "Joint 
Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, Internal Security- Cc," stated that the 
organization at Chicago was almost entirely Comnunist controlled. A 
list of names and egdresses from the organization was obtained. Under 
"inner Committee" was the nane of Miss Louise Fitch, 835 hast

Refer 5 IS," a New York City report dated October 7, 1947, lists 
names and addresses found in possession of subjects in the form of 
business cards and penciled notations. One such was "Louise Fitch- 
Atwater 9-1146, Yalignt Lddy 'Christine' 10 AM WABC." (100-345105-30p33) 
A New York Gity/report dated June 21, 1950, in the same case 
said the current telepivone directory shows that Louise Fitch, 
telephone ATwater 9-1146, resides at 1160 Fifth Avenue. Confidential 
Informant T-21, of known reliability, made available a book of persons 
in the entertainnent,; field who were suspected of being Communists 
jor Communi st sympathizers. Shown in the book was the name Louise 
(Fitch, a sponsor of the May Day parade tn 1947, Also on the page with 
lrFitch's name was the handwritten notation,“*wife of Jerry Lewis, 
radio writer." (100-345105-55p7) 


A Wew York City report dated January 8&5, 1950, concerning 
Vernon Fitch, ABAA, referred to the applicant's sister, Louise Fitch 
Lewis. 955 Park Avenue, Wew York City, member of the 
American Federation of Radio Artists and prominent racto and stage 
actor in liew York City advised in the capacity of a conficential 
‘informant that he has known Loutse Fitch since about 1937 and stated 
ithat she hus been an outspoken Communist sympathizer throughout that 
‘period. She obtained a divorce from her first husbanc, name unknown 
- to the informant, and some tire in 1948, married a Jerry Lewis, 
supoosedly in Los Angeles, California. The informant said he did not 
know Jerry Lewise 


The sane informant stated that although he could not furnish 
any information concerning membership of Louise Fitch Lewis in 
Communist front organizations, he knows her to he an admitted Communt st 
-synpathizer who has lent her talent to any program glorifying the 
Communist causée He stated that he does not believe any relative of 
Louise Fitch's could be trusted with confidential data involving the 
security of the Imited States since pro-Ceormunist sympathies were 
obviously inherited at an early age ano were not formed after she 
began her radio careéere 


Another confidential injormant, wife of the informant mentioned 
above, said she was well acquainted with Louice Fitch while the latter 
resided in New York and stated that Miss Fitch was an adnitted 
Communist sympathizer to the extent that those in tie radto professton 
‘who Cid not wish to be labeled as Conmunists refused to be identified 
with her in any of her activities outside the field of TAUdTOs 


; A third confidential informant, of known reliability, aduised 

' that Louise Fitch resided at 1160 Fifth Avenue, New York with her young 
daughter from October, 1948, to June, 1948. The inrormant said he 
-considered her a communist sympatiizer on the basis of literature 


received by her which he recognized as Communist propaganda and on tie 


ay) 
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basis of meetings, net of a sociecl nature, which she held in her 
apartment during tits pertecd. The informant said the conversation 
of those attending the meetings indiccted they were agitators 
against tne Government of the United States. He dic not consider 
Loutse Fitch to be a icyel American citizen. 


A Los Angeles report dated 12-27-45 auotes Jerry levine, 
Radice Procucer, 6331 Hollywood Boulevard, as stcting that he knew 
Louise Fitch Lewis as the wi,e of Jerry Lewts whon ne hus employed 
for five years as a writere Devine said ke had no unfavorable 
information on either Lcuise or Jerry Lewis. (116-159518-8,11) 


Louise Fitch Lewis, 34 years of age, lived at 1608 Angelo 
Drive, Beverly Eills, California, in late 1949 when her brother, 
Vernon Fitch, became the subject of the ARAA investigation by this 
Bur eQue 


Los Angeles letter of fecember 16, 1249, to New York said a 
confidential source has advised that as of November 1&, 1946, a Loutse 
‘Lewis, 1802 Angelo Drive, Beverly Hills, California, was a subscriber 
‘to the Daily People's World, the West Coast Communist newspaper. 


Los Angeles also stated that Fouise Fitch had been a ienber 
of the American Federation of Radio Artiste since 1937 and trans- 
ferred to the Hollywood unit from the New York City unit in 
February, 1948. Her husband was reported to he Jerry 0. Lewis.

Jerome B. Rosenthal, Attorney, 32] Beverly Lrive, Beverly 
Hills, California, advised that he married Louise Fitch in 1938 and that 
they were divorced in 1948. He furnished no unfavorable tnformaticn 
on Lcuise Fitch or any member of her family. (116-159512) 


Los Angeles lettéer November 17, 1950 to the Lirector stated 
that the none Louise Fitch was listed by "Red Channels." Los Angeles 
reported this information after learning that the American Ctuil 
Liberties Union had sent some letters to the Los Angeles Office 
of the American Federation of Radio Artists to be matled by the 
latter tc persons listed by "Red Channels." Purpose of the letter 
was to learn on what basis these persons iid been so listed. One 
of the persons to receive tne letter was Louise Fitch, €&7g ijorth

/ concerned such as the listing in ec Channels of her maiden name as a 
sponsor of a May Day parade in 1947, and her heing on the 
subscription list of the Dailu Peonle's World. 


Lf had hoped Jerry Levine would visit jashington in 

February and this would give me an opportunity to personally ng 
dtscuss these natters with him. shen his plans did not 
materialize I called Devine last ween una told him I was somewhat 
concerned as I had a runble the House Committee might check into es 
Louise Fitch, and I had learned that her name had anpveared in 
Rec Channels. (f used this as a basis. to oven the discussion.) 
Devine was very much concerned ahout the matter and he suggested 
thet a good way to bring this thing to a head would be for him 
to tell Jerru Lewis that he had had a tin from ABC ahout his 
wife's name anpvearing in fed Channels and that the Nouse Committee & 

might be checking on her. JI told Devine this was agreeable to us. 

On Friday morning Levine talked to Jerry Lewis and shortlu after 

one, our time, on Fridav, Jerru Lewts called me on the nhone and 

stated that he was getting reservations to leave on the first vlane 


and wondered if he could see me over the week end. JI told him I

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Subsequently Jerru Levine toid me that when he had 
mentioned these matters to Jerry j.ewis, Jerru Lewis had stated 
he was going to come to ‘ashington anc discuss the whole matter 
with me first, and he did not discuss anything with Levine, which 
Devine thounrht was very unusual. wevine told me previously that 
he cid not get along varticularly well with Jerry Lewis! wife, 
that when she first came to New York Jerry Lewis fell madly tin 
love with her, however, she sort of nlaued the field and pushed 
Jerru Lewis aside. Later on she started going with Lewis again 
when tt apveared that he was the hest het of the groun she was 
running around with, and he dtdn't like the wav she hac vlauved 
Jerru Lewis. 


Lewis called at the "ureau around 6 o'clock last evening 
and stated he had a lengthy stor: he wanted to teil. He then 
told me of his conversation with Devine anc that he had prebablu 
hurt Devine hy his attitude of wantina to come directin to 
vYashington ut that he felt this was something he wanted us to 
hear directly from him and not through any intermediary. He 
then outlined the fact that his wife whe is now 37 years of age 
was raised in Council Pluffs, Iowa, her father had come from 
Russta, was an Orthodor Jew and violently anti-Communtet, so much 
so that tt had hecome an o»rsesston in their home. Following 
graduation from hiak school she went to Creighton College in 
Omaha for two vears, then ment to wark for an Omaha radio station 
as a stenogranher, and gracuallu did everuthing there is to he 
done around a radio station, from acting to announcing. In 1936, 
she went to Chicago where she became a radio actress. “he married 
Jerome R. Rosenthal who is now practicing law in Beverly Hills. 
Then were married tn 1936. The marriage was very unhaopy and 
ended in divorce tn 1942. During this pertoc of time she had a 
daughter by the first husband. She svoported the child erclusively, 
with the exception of allotment checks which she received from 
her husband while he was in the service. In 1943 she went to 
New York and tn 1944 she joined the Communist Party. She attenced 
party meetings regularly and the ceil to which she helonged was made 
uo of radio people. She has told Lewis there were some 30 individuals 
in the cell. dtheu met at the #ellinaton Hotel. Her explanation 
ts that the chief thine that attracted her was the fact that she 
helteved the argiment that a strong Communist Partu would 
‘uarantee good relations between the Soviet Union and the imnited 
States, anc she realized there could be permanent neace onlu if 
the Unitec States and dussta were on friendly terms. 
pe PHA eer 
vhen the Duclose letter came outyand the partu started 
to junk Sarl ®rowuder this matter was presented to her group 
and the individuals she talked to stated they had voted for 
Prowder. However, when the reaults of the ballcting were announced 


oi ae 
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it was learned that all elements voted overwhelminglu for the 
ousting of Browder and the elevation of #tlliam 7. Foster as head 
of the American Communist Partu. This was a diaiitustonnent to 
her but she felt the thing to do was to stay in the party and 
fight the trend. “he saw, however, that she was making no 
headway anc though she cannot rememher the exract month she 

ceased paving dues, ceased attending Communist Party meetings 

and ceased having anything to do with Communists, late in 1946 

or early in 1947, <&t no time was she active in the varty other 
than to attend meetinis. 


Jerry Lewis stated that during the pertoc of time he 
was going with her, vrior to their marriage in Senterher 1947, 
he was never cognizant of anything which would ratse any 
suspicion of her Communist Farty affiliations, and is frank to 
say that had he known she was a member of the oarty he would 
never have married her. 


After they were married and moved to the Vest Coast, 
Lewis’ wife received a telephone call from Lunn vhitney, a radto 
actress, who told her that she had heard from a mutual friend 
in New York that Loutse Lewis was on the Coast anc she invited 
her to lunch. Lewis stated his wife hejieves theu had lunch 
at the Prown Derby. At any rate, Iunn ta.ked to her ahout Jotning 
ithe Farty tn Caltfornita. Mrs. Lewis stated she had drooped 
out of the Partu, she wanted nothing further to do with it, and 
cave her reasons. Lynn yYhitnen then stated that the vartnu line 
hac switched, that the followers of #arl "rowaer had been taken 
hack into the ey and the best war to prove this was to read 
the varti oress. Lunn hAttney then got her to take a year! 
suheertption to dive ‘Daily People's World. Shortly thereafter 
Lynn Whitney called her and tnvited her to 90 to a meeting which 
was held at the home of a writer whose first name is Gene. His 
home ts located in the vicitntty of Marner Frothers “tudtoSe 
There were & to 10 veople vresent at this meeting and all they 
discussed were the methods Por deleting racial caricatures fron 
roalto orograns.

in fhe meantime Louise had been receiving the patily 
jfeonle's Yorlad and she rea ised that inetead of taking back the 
“rowder Pollowers, the varty had gone the other way and was 
becoming more militan nee un-American. Chortlu thereafter Lynn 
‘called her again to invite her to attena another meeting. At 
»this votnt Loutse stu tod she manted no nart of the Communist 
Party as she had broken and she wanted to caricel her suhscortivtion 
| to the hutln Feonvle's Yorid and secure a refund. Lynn told her

he cancelled anc ask "or a refund. Irs. Lewis has told Jerri she 
wrote Gere S letters asking that the subscription to the Jatlu 
Peoole's World he cancelled and the unused portion of her suhe- 
scriotion he refunded. “he never heard from anu of her letters 
and when her subscription ran out the Daily People's World stonped 
COMINDs 


f_asked Jerru if this cid not make him suspicious 

and he stated it did not recause he vaid no attention to her mail. 

He adnitt as seeing the batly People's orld and looking through 

a counle of tssues but said he never knew itt was the vest Coast 

edition of the Dailu -/orker. I told Jerry that this was 

incredtbje to me and tt was most difficult for me to heliieve that 

a person as worldly-wise as he would not know that this was a 

Communist oaper, and certainly he couldn't have read it very 
closely. 


; CONTE AUT NGs Jerry Lewis stated that his first knowledge 
iof his wife's former Communist Farty affiliations occurred on the 
es after Columbia Pictures had announced the cancellation 

of Larry Parks ' forthcoming picture following his testimony before 
Iie House on un-American activities. At that time, according 

to the news accounts which he had read, he thought Farks had made 

jan honest confession of his Communist affiliations, and in the 
jdtscussion that followed his wife admitted to hin for the first time 
iher party membershio. Jerry Lewis stated he was in a gquandry 

les to what to do, that he thoucht of cailing me, writing me, or 
coming to vushington to make a full statement ahoug heey. He 

stated she was perfectly willing either to have hin/or to do 

tt herself. He stated, however, that she is the mother of his 

tio chtlcren and since their marriage she has been anti-Communistic 
tin her views, anc there was nothing he had ever seen to link her 

to Comrmunietic activities. He finally came to the conclusion 

that she had never been active, had never held office, and since 

she insisted she had never heard anything subversive discussed in the 
partu, nothing would %e aained by hringing un the matter. 


f tole Jerry at this odint that 7 didn't Jike thts at aii. 
that we had had confidence in him, that ohviouslu he knew what the 
relattonshin was, that this was something that should have been 
called to our attention ana that I certainly did not avpreciate 
his treatment of us and the notenttialities that existed for 
embarrassment. levis argued that his wife didn't feel the 
Communist Party was a subversive organization until the disclosures 
tn the Medina trials and the outhreak of the sorean war. Ne said 
she had been Xi Communiat as ®ar as he knew or could recall 


memes ecrarin oven” 
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ud to thts time hut with the heginning of the Medina trials she 
hecame onvenlyu anti-Communist 


I asked him what explanation she had for sponsoring the 
Mau Dau varade in 1947 when she had broken with the party either 
late in 1946 or early in 1947, He stated he too had questioned 
her on that point and her explanation was that she had heen 
paporoached hu a representative of AFRA, the a#adio Union, and had 
been told the May bau varade would he a lehor Darade, sunported 
by AFRA - Ase®. of ley and CIO members. She was strong for labor 
unmtons and accordingly granted her permission. 


Lewis stated following his talk with Devine he asked 
his wtfe what her position would be if she were called before 
the House Committee on Un-American activities. She stated 
she would tell the truth. She further told him that she would 
be glad to make a full statement to the FBI of all of her 
activities and would do anything necessary to prove she has 
broken with the party. I asked Lewis about her family and he 
stated he questioned her on this and her hrothers and and other 
members of the family had not heen affiliated with the Communist 
Party. One brother, VYernon, presently works for Douglas Aircraft 
Commpanu, another brother is an architect for Philip Klutenick, 
formerlu Yederal Housing Administrator. I asked Jerru Lewis 
| tf he knew all of her friends and if she had heen contacting 
| strangers. He stated he covld smear to all of her activittes, 

that her onlu outside activity was taking painting lessons from 
a Joe Chabot who runs an art caller on Bohertson Poulevard 
and a "Frame Craft" shon.

I asked Lewts what her connections were with the Joint 
sntti-Fascist Refugee Committee, it heing noted she went to a 
ee at the Hull House itn early 3942, or vossthlu the latter 
lpart of 124]. At this potnt I told Jerry Lewis that recently 
i we had become cognizant of a few activities, and our in“ormation 
| tndicated that in 1923 her «ame was listed as a remher af the 
j inner Committee." He knew nothina of this. 


I asked him if she had engaged in any activities since 
| he married her whitch would be classified as Communistic. After 
| penenring for a moment he stated the onlu thing he could think 

i0of was that she had signed a petition which was at the request 
‘af Ring Lardner's wife, recuesting the Supreme Court to review 
‘the case of the Holluwood Ten. Jerry Lewis stated he had known 
sing Lardner in New York. He also knew his brother Pavic who 
was killed in “urove, and for a veriod of time went with Pavicd's 
widow until she married Ring Lardner, Jr. He stated his wt fe 
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knew of his friendship with Ring Lardner and his wife anc this 
was one of the reasons she signed the petition. 


Jerru Lewis asked her why she had never told him of her 
connections and shegiuve as her reason the fact that she had had 
no contact with any members of the vartu since she had stonned 
aoing to party meetinas in 1947, she, herself, never encaded in 
Communist Party activity, she had been duned and ts not very 
proud of this chanter in her Jife. As evidence of her anti- 
Communist cetivities, Jerry Lewis stated at a dinner at Charlte 
Skouras! venthouse, “kouras!' daughter, “dith, his son-in-law, 
Jack Jounomever, 2050 South Reverly Drive, Los jngeles, and she 
had been very violent in denouncing the Communists in Creece. 

ihe has also denounced the red Chinese and has openly advocated 
‘aid to Chiang Kai-Shek. Lewis stated when they were in San 
Prancisco and had dinner with Special scent awudu vJeber she sot 
on this subject, and at a recent dinner with Dr. Slltot Corday, 
a Canadian, now oracticing in everly Hills, she sooke at great 
length regarding the role of the FRE in protecting ctutl rights 
and denounced the Communists. She has also declared great 
admiration for Herbert Philbrick and Hanlin, a witness in the 
los Angeles Smith act cases.

Jerry Lewis stated he cia recall one other incident, 
namelu, three or four vears ago he was tnuitea to a cocktail 
party br sobert i. Fenny when he was runnine for mauvor of 
Los Angeles. He now belteves kenny to bea Communist sumpathizer 
and this minht he interoreted as Communist activity although tt 
woen't. His wife accomoanted him to this narty. He hesteves 
Kenny to be a Communist sumpathizer because in the 1944 convention 
Kenny was the spokesman for the Cali fornia delecation in Chicago, 
and when California was called on to vote Kenny nassed ulthoug* 
the Cele sation had previously instructed that thetr vote he cast 
for Harru ‘ruman. 


T told Jerry Lewis auite frantlu that I was gotng to 
[think chout the situation, that the whole matter could be erceecingly 
pene ee ea anc mu first responsibility was to the FEI, that the 
tpersonal considerations tnvolvec mere secondary. tf tolc him it would 
he concetvahly possible that the hest thing for kim to de woula Be to 
take the initiative and withdraw fram the program. He stated he 
had thoucht of? that and he dté not want to embarrass either the 
tyreau of Jerry ievine, and he, of course, did nat avprectate Ate 
bgfe not telling hin these thinas, hut the fact remains ste ts the 
nother of his children and since she had hroken with the party 


ance kad enaqagved in no Cemrmuntst actiutty he felt it his dutu to 
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orotect his family anc hoped that some way woulc be Yound to work 
the sitnation out. I told him I didn't aporeciate hie not teilina 
ue about this wren he *Pirst learned of it and that regardless cf 

whether he had any knowledge or not the fact remained that he cia 


not come to us until we had started initiating inquiries. 


Lemis asked what he could do or what his wife could dn to 
get on record, whether we would Like to have her come to ashing ton 
Por interview or tf we wanted to interview her on the coast. TF 
told him £ would like to think ahout that but in the meantime it 
woulda be weil for her to start jotting down names, dates, and slaces. 
He then asked 1° she could he of anu service as she did want to be 
of service. I toic him I did not know of anything at the moment. 

He then ratsed the cuestion of her getting hack into the pvartu 
on Xehalf of the FAI. I told him this was somethina to think 
ahout, that tt simoly did not react at the moment. 


Jerry Lewis told me he would make a full statement to 
Jerry Uevine as soon as he got back to the Coast. Fe would start 
setting un a detailed statement of ali of her activities so he 
could etther send tt to us or we could have an Agent contact her 
on the coast. 


Aoprortmately an hour after Lewis left he called me from 
the airport stating his olane had been canceiled. He saic he had 
called his wife and his wife onened the conversation bi stating she 
had been thinking all day cf what she could do to prove her position 
and tt had occurred to her she could rejoin the party, work for 
the FRI and do anuthing we desired to prove to the world what her 
real feelings were in regard to Communism. I told Lewis this wag 


something we would think ahout but would not make a commitment on. 


L think we should make a searching investigation of Louise 
Fiteh. f£ think she should be interviewed and while there might 
he considerations which minht make it cesirable to let her 90 
back into the party, I am not too enthusiastic ahout this prosvect. 
Lam inclined to tell Jerry Levine to hreasz in another writer and 
autetlu ease Jerru Lewis out. 


Jerry Lewis personally, aside from his failure to tell 


us when he first learned of this, is innocent anc certainly he 
has demonstrated his anti-Communistic position.

Something during the third lecture led me to believe tnat the 
meetings were Communist directed. Afterwards, I voiced my suspicion 
to Sylvia Lowy, end she confirmed it. She also iadtiried herself 
Bs a party member, and invited me to join. 

I asked for tine to think it over. 

Those lectures were part of a recruiting drive. the people 
attending were from all fields, and from all parts of the city. 

I rention that to explair why the only two people I knew there were 
Miss Lowy and a radio actress with whom I had worked. Her name is 
hester Sondergaard. 

In the Fall of 1944, while taking to Miss Lowy, I mentioned 
that I felt useless. My three brothers were in the Army, and I 
didn't seem to be able to do anything to help the war effort. 

She convinced me that the best way to help was by joining the CPA, 
Great stress was laid on the fact that it was sn association-- 

not a political party. It had no candidates in elections, no aims 
other than to help prevent future wars by seeing to it that post- 
war relations between the two strongest countries in the world-- 
the United States and RXussia~-were food; to help wipe out racial 
secregation in this country; to fight for the civil liberties of 
the minorities, and a better economic life for everyone. 

Il agreed to take a card home and fill it out. Upon meeting 
Sylvie later that week, I returned it. She tore it down a per- 
foreted line, and save me half. 

I was now a Sommunist. 


The following weex, I was notified that there would be a meet- 
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are all blended in my memory, I'll describe one typical meeting. 
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The standard agenda was: 

(a) a discussion of recruiting. Feople stood up end announced 
the names of potential recruits they had in mind. Those people 
were discussed. I took little interest in this section, and never 
recruited anyone for the Association or, later, the fFarty. 

(b) education. This consisted of discussion on various 
pamphlets distributed at the meetings, on marxist interpretations, 
on the war effort, race problems, etc. 

(c) good and welfare. This part of the meeting was devoted 
to odds and ends. Fersonal problems--people who needed financial 
help from the group, hospitalized members who lacked visitors, etc. 

On an average of from seventy-five to a handred people attended 
those meetings at tne wellington Hotel. I have omitted nanes 
thus far because I want to group then all togetrer., I cannot re- 
member which person was at which meeting, because no single gather- 
ing stands out in my mind. 

Bore of these people in the Association did not remain after 
the Earl Browder dismissal. Who did and who didn't, I don't know 
for sure. These are people I remember seeing at one or wore of

Those evening meetings were held once a week, on, as I recall, 
Wednesdays. My attendance record from the time of joining in the 
Fall of '44 through the Summer of ¥ '45 averaged 50% or less. 

During that period, various study courses were announced 
at meetings. I attended a two part course during the Winter of 
'44.-'45, The two lectures were announced as a class on Marxism, 
Actually, they burned out to be a history of the Labor Movement

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I do not remember the lecturer's name, but the sessions 


{about eight people) were held in his apartment on Tanth Street

in Greenwich Village. I understood he taught at nearby New York 
University. He was from Minnesota, about 45 years old, a neat 
dresser, slender, and had light srownish hair. 

In 1945,the Association was rent hy the Duclos letters. The 
issue became Browder against william Foster, 

I believed Browdeb's leadership was preferable, and saw no 
reason why he should have been ejected as he was. I was also 
dissatisfied with the undemocratic methods used in dismissing him. 

At the last hotel meeting, after Browder's departure, we were 
tola that from then on, meetings would be graller and held in maukerxr 
members' homes. The reason given was that some employers were 
strongly anti-Communist, and wouldn't hire known members. 

we were also told we could leave the movement if we desired to. 
I believe that information was cantained in a speech by eitker 
Hester Sondergaard or Jane Hoffman. 

I dropped out. 

That was late in '45, or early in '46, A few months later, 
in what must have been the Spring of '46, (I renember walking in 
Sentral Park in mild, gentle weather) an actor Named Martin Wolfson 
called and asked if he could see me. We met in the park, and as 
we walked, he asked me to return to what had by then become the 
Gommunist Farty. I wasn't sure whether I wanted to return or not. 
In some way, we got to talking of economics and childhood memories. 
I mentioned seeing grown men fighting over scraps in the garbage 
pails in Council 3luffs, Iewa, in the early thirties during the

that no such thing, ever happened again in thig country; that it 
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was now primarily interested in peace, a strong labor movement, 
and the protection of civil liberties. 

I mentioned my feelings on the Browder-Foster question. 

Wolfson persuaded me that the way to fix things, if I was 
dissatisfied, was to return and fight for my views democratically. 

I returned, and was assigned by either Hester Sondergaard or 
an actpess named Madeleine Lee to a small radio group. There were 
approximately ten people in the group. 

The gatherings rotated as much as possible among the homes 
of the members. These meetings were also held weexly. 
Approximately a half dozen were at my apartment. 

I attended on an average of once a month until approximately 
the Spring of 1947,

During tnis period, I also attended a series of lectures. 
That was in the Fall of '46, As I remember, there were six 
sessions, two a weex for three weeks. The text used was 
"The History of the Communist Farty in the Soviet Union" by 
Joseph Stalin. 

I remember asking at one session whether or not the Communist 
Farty advocated revolution, and being told quite vehemently that 
it did not; that the goal was to educate the people so they would 
vote for a socialist regime, and Xmxk in the far distant future, 
after socialism had served its purpose, vote for a communist 
government, 

The teacher at tnose lectures was a man whose first name was 
Paul. He was short, balding, dark, and heavy set. I recall him 
saying he needed a shave five minutes after he put his razor down. 
He was poorly dressed, in nis fifties, and I think he mentioned 
kxk living in the Bronx. The sessions were held at students’ homes. 
One was held at my apartment, at 1160 Fifth Avenue. Another was 
held at the apartment of a young man named Dolph Green in Brooklyn. 
He is the only other student I remember, 

The only other activity I can recall in New York came after 
a phone call from Madeleine Lee in the winter of 1946. A young 
group wanted to nave a party to raise money for the Jefferson 
School, and sne asked if they could use my apartment. 


I allowed them to, but x& did not attend the party nor did I 
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have any nér association with the school. 
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I have just learned that as a result of my listing in Red 
Channels, I was supposed to have received a questionaire from the 
Civil Liberties Union. I have never received any such query, 

I last paid dues in the Spring of 1947, and left the party 
by neglect, not by letter of resignation. 

In the Fall of 1947, I marries verry D. Lewis, and moved to 
California. In October of November~-I received a phone call fron 
a girl named Lynn Whitney. She identified herself by saying we 
nad mutual friends in New York, that she liked to play golf and 
heard that I did, too, and that she, like me, was a radio actress. 
She suggested a lunch date, and we made one. At lunch, after some 
small talk, she identified herself as a member of the party, 
and invited me to join her group in Hollywood. I explained that 
I had left the party in New York because I felt it was wrong in 
the undemocratic dismissal of Browder, and had continued to move 
in the wrong direction ever since. I was matter of fact about this-- 
not flery--because at that time, I felt only that the CP was a 
political party whose platform did not appeal to me. I did not 
feel it was a subversive MEXUNPAEKXRLKE group, since I never heard 
anything subversive or unpatriotic mentioned at any meeting. 

Miss whitney said that things had changed since 1 left, and 
that while Browder himself was not being allowed to return, his 
principles were again taking hold. She followed by saying I could 
prove it to myself by reading the paper--The People's World. That 


seemed logical, and I paid her for a subscription, 
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A few days later, before the paper started to arrive, she 


called again and offered to give me first hana proof of the fact

that things had changed, and invited me to a meeting. 

I went to that meeting of her group. It was held in the 
Kollywood hills between Canuenga Boulevard and Warner Brothers 
Studio, at the home of a writer whose first name I seen to recall 
as Gene, 

There were about eight or ten people there, none of whom I 
xnew besides Miss whitney. The only thing I remember hearing 
discussed was how to rid radio programs of racial caricatures-- 
the tightwadg Scotchman, the razor- toting Negro, the Italian gangster 
etc. 

A week or two after that meeting, Miss Whitney called amit 
to invite me to another meeting. I1 refused, and told her that 
from what I had already seen of the paper I'd like to have my 
subscription cancelled, and my money returned. She told me to 
write to the paper's office in San Francisco, which I did, 

When I received no answer, I wrote a second time. Later, I 
wrote a third letter, and when I still failed to receive a reply, 
I let the subscription run out and die. 

Those have been my only contacts with the partyin Galifornia, 
Since tilss wnitney is the only person I knew at the one meeting I 
attended, she is the only person I can identify as a Communist 
Farty member, 


My feelings acout the party changed gradually after that,

It may be noted thst during the interview with Mrs. LEVIS, no 
efforts were made to direct questions ckgroundg of or concerning 
Ne. LEVIS. However, such comments as made from time to time whic 
seemed nertinent were noted. The interview was cordisl and friend. reece 


out. 

The following identifying data concerning Mrs. LEVIS was developed 
Her méiden neme was LOUISE FITCH. She was born in Omaha, ees October 
1914, her parents being LEO“RITCH, now deceased, and FANNIE-RERKES, who is 
still living. Her other immediate relatives are three arias namely yu 
MARVIN RITCH, architect, Chicago, Illinois; VERNOR FITCH, Los Angeles, an 
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engineer at Douglas Aircraft; and es FITCH, Los Angeles, insurance salesman 
for Pacific Mutual. 


Her husband is JERRY Db. LEVIS, radio writer, Los Angele 2 whom she 
arried inf/1947. This is her second marriage. She had been merried to one 
JEROME Bf ROSENTHAL in Chicago in March, 1938, but separated fron’ him in 

October, 1541, and subsequently divorced him in February, 1943, prior to 
going to New York. 


Mrs. LEWIS was educated at the Council Bluffs, Iowa Nigh Schools 
followed by two years at Creighton University et Omaha.

For approximately the next five years she resided in Chicago. In 
March, 1938, she married: JEROME B, ROSENTHAL, an attorney in Chicago, She 
separated from him in October, 1941, and the marriage finally ended in 
divorce in February, 1943. ROSENTHAL himself later came to California and 
is now engaged in the practice of law at 242 North Canon Drive, Beverly Hills, 
California, The Los Angeles indices are negative as to JEROME B., ROSENTHAL. 


Mrs. LEWIS states that during her entire residence in Chicago she had 
no contact with or interest whatever in the Communist Party. With the out- 
break of war and the threat of Hitler in Germany she did become somewhat more 
politically minded, She recalls that in about 1942 she did attend a party 
in Chicago given for the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee; that, however, 
she had no reason to believe that this organization was controlled or influenced 
by the Communist Party; and this was her only connection with any function 
of that group. 


About the middle of 1943 after her divorce from ROSENTHAL, Mrs. 
LEWIS went to New York City with the idea of trying to get into radio work. 
It was a few months later in New York that she first was exposed to the Com- 
munist Party which led her to actually joining the movement. As she now re- 
calls, this was in the midéle of 1944 and the Party was known as the Com- 
munist Political Association (CPA). The person chiefly responsible for her 
becoming a CPA recruit was a radio casting director by the name of SYLVA LOWY 
whom she had met in New York. SYLVIA LOWY first invited her to attend a 
lecture or discussion group with her which Mrs. LEWIS did. This was held at 
the Wellington Hotel in New York and seemed to be one of a series. The dis- 
cussion involved the state of the war, the joint fight against Hitler and 


? 
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Fascism by the United States and the Soviet Union and the possibilities for 

an era of international good will following the war. Mrs. LEWIS states that 

eat this time she did not realize that actually this series of lectures was being 
sponsored by the CPA, She does not recall the names cf the speakers although 
she believes L rows ema, whom she later found out was at least a section 
functionary of the/CPA and CP in New York, may have been one of them, After 
attending several such lectures she began to suspect they were discussions 

put on by the CPA and asked her friend, SYLVIA LOWY, about it. At that time 
LOWY admitted she was a CPA member and tried to recruit Mrs. LEWIS into the 
movement. Mrs. LEWIS agreed to think about it. Another individuel who was 
instrumental in influencing her to join the CPA was actress HESTER-SONDERGAARD, 
who is the sister of film actress, GALE SONDERGAARD, in Hollywood. 


(By vay of identification, GALE SONDERGAARD is the wife of film 
director HERBER. 3IBERMAN of the "Hollywood Ten", The Communist affiliations 
of both BIBERMAN nd his wife for a number of years have been well established 
through reliable sources.) 


The general line of persuasion used by LOWY in getting Mrs. LEWIS 
to join the CPA was the fact that this organization was not a political party 
but rather an association, that its principal aims were to prevent future wars, 
promote international good will, particularly between the United States and 
the USSR, to help the war effort against Fascism and HITLER, to fight ageinst 
racial discrimination and segregation in the United States, to fight for civil 
liberties of minority groups, and in general to promote a better economic way 
of life for everyone. Mrs. LEWIS had at that particular time three brothers 
in the Army and she, herself, wanted to do something to help the war effort. In 
sddition, she found herself in general agreement with some of the platform of 
the CPA program, At any rate she accepted an application for CPA membership 
from, she believes, SYLVIA LOWY. She executed this application in her own name 
of LOUISE FITCH, and she returned it to LOWY. it is noted that Mrs. LEWIS states 
during her career in the CPA and the CF she never at any time used a party name. 


She was assigned to a CP group or branch made ur of actors and 
actresses and other people connected with the stage and particularly radio. This 
was generally referred to as a radio branch although she does not re@ll that it 
had any perticular name, Branch meetings were held almost exclusively at the 
Wellington Hotel in New York. During the CFA deys this branch was madc up of sa 
sizeatle group of people, perhaps 75 to 100. After the reorganization of thc 
CPA in 1945 back to CF, USA, the size of this branch, and presumebly all other 
branches, was cut considerably--probably twenty members or under. 


Mrs. LEWIS stated she never held any functionary post in the party 
throughout the period of her connection with it. She characterized herself as 
not a very arcent member, stating that she attended meetings mcre or less ir- 
regularly and that on occasions when the date of a meeting conflicted with some- 
thing elge she wanted to do she did not attend the meeting. Mrs. WIS' own 
expression was that she was a very “casusxl” party member. She maintains that 
she knew very little about the party organization as such, thet she never 
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went to party headquarters in New York; that while she realized there was a 
higher group such as a section which was composed of her own and other branches, 
she knew nothing of its organization or its officers. She believes that LIONEL 
BERMAN represented the section but she was not positive. Her branch was one 

of a number made up of members along craft lines which comprised the so-called 
"cultural section" of the New York CP. She understood that other branches were 
made up of members who were writers, musicians, artists, etc. Her own branch 
was almost completely made up of radio people. 


Mrs. LEWIS was asked concerning her party education. She advised 

that she did not attend any organized party schocl nor was she told to attend a 
party course of instruction. She recalled that the nearest thing to a party 
schol that she attended was a series of lectures in the fall of 1946 after 

the CPA had returned to the CP, This series of lectures lasted three weeks, 
composed of two sessions a week. The subject of these lectures was "The His- 
tory of the Communist Party md the Soviet Union" by STALIN. These lectures 
were taught by a man whose last name ske cannot recall, but whose first name 
was PAUL. He was not apparently connected with the theater or radio, and it 

is Mrs. LEWIS' belief that he must have been a paid functionary of the CP down 
town, She described kim as short, thin hair, dark, and heavy set, who always 
appeared to need a shave. He was in his early 50's, and once mentioned that 

he lived in the Bronx. One such leacture of this series was held at Mrs. 
LEWIS' own apartment in New York located at 1160 5th Avenue at that time. She 
recalls that another was held at the apartment of a student by the name of DOLPH 
“GREEN in Brooklyn, exact address of which she cannot recall. 


(It is noted that throughout the interview with Mrs. LEWIS she from 
time to time identified various members whom she knew in her branch in both 
the CPA and CP. These together with such identifying data as she could recall 
are being listed at the end of this memorandum. It is noted that all of them 
with one exception were members of the CPA or CP or both in New York City. ‘The 
interview with Mrs. LEWIS developed nothing pertinent in regard to the CF in 
Hollywood or Les Angeles inasmuch as she claims she was completely out of the 
movement by the time she came to Hollywood in late 1947.) 


Mrs. LEWIS estimates that her attendance at CPA branch meetings from 
the time she joined in the fall of 1944 until the fall of 1945 averaged not 
mcre than 50%. She recalls that during the winter of 1944-45 she attended a 
course or class on Marxism which actually appeared to be more of history of the 
labor movement in the United States. This class consisted of about eight or 
ten people and was held in the apartment of the individual who conducted the 
class on lOth Street in Greenwich Village. She cannot recall the instructor's 
name but describes him as about forty-five, slender, with light brown hair, and 
she believes he came from Minnesota, She understood he taught at New York 
University. 


Mrs. LEWIS states that she knew nothing about the so-called "Duc os 


letter" until the fall of 1945 when the CPA began its scramble to get back to 
the CPA, USA. She later learned that the Dut2os letter haw been issued about 
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Mey of that year. In the late summer and fall of 1945 there was 6 long series 
of discussions ovcr the Duclos letter. At that time she learned that JACQUES 
DUCLOS was an important man inthe French Communist Party and that he had 
written an article severely criticizing the position of the American CPA under 
EARL BROWDER. Mrs. LEWIS stated that it was during these discussions that she 
heard of WILLIAM %. FOSTER and the so-called Foster position. This was @ period 
of considerable "breast beating and self-criticism” in the party organization. 
She was finally notified to be at an important meeting at the Wellington Hotel, 
and it was at that meeting that the final discussion and vote was hela relative 
to the ouster cof EARL BROWDER and the return to the €P, USA. She recalls that 
st this meeting her branch voted to go along with the reorganization and the 
ouster of BROWDER. Although there was a few dissenters in the group, the 
majority voted for the proposition that BROWDER and his program, "Enlightened 
Capitalism” was all wrong and that the Foster program was the correct line. 
This was the end of the CFA and thercefter her branch along with others became 
units of the reorganized CF, USA. 


Mrs. LEWIS herself was of the opinion thet the BROWDER leadership 
wes preferable and she saw no reason why he should have been ousted as he was. 
Furthermore, she stated she was dissatisfied with whet appeared to her to be 
undemocratic methods vsed in forcing his dismissal. It is her recollection 
that at this important meeting over this question HESTER SONDERGAARD and JANE 
HOFFMAN, and possibly MADELEINENUEE, led the discussion, 


wae 


tt was at about this time that the size of her own and presumably 
the other branches were cut down. The explanation was that some employers were 
strongly anti-Communist and would not hire known members end that for security 
reasons therefore 2 reduced size in the branch membership was necessary. To the 
best of her recollection this was in last months of 1945 or early 1946. Mrs. 
LEWIS recalls elso thet during this period of the reorganization of the CPA back 
to the Cp it was indiceted that any dissenting members could drop outof the 
Party if they so desired. it is her recollection that she gained this impression 
uring a speech by either HESTER SONDERCAARD or JANE HOFFMAN, 


She states that at any rate she decided to drop out. However, a few 
months later, possibly in the spring of 1946, she was contacted by actor MARTIN 
WOLFSON, who had been a member of her branch. WOLFSON at that time made an ap- 
pointment to see her. She recalls that she met WOLFSON in the park ‘\n New York 
and he asked her to return to the CP at that time. WOLFSON's argument was that 
the CP meant to work toward seeing that never again would there be a depression 
in this country such as there was in the 1930's; further, that the CP was 
primarily interested in securing the peace that had been won as 4 result of the 
war; that the CP would continue to press for a strong labor movement and the 
perfection of civil liberties. WOLFSON tried to persuade her that if she was 
still dissatisfied over the BROWDER-FOSTER question and the sudden shift from 
the CEA back to the CP, she should return to the Party and fight for her views 
in the democratic manner.

in New York. She was again assigned to a radio branch or group althovgh it 
was numerically less than her former CPA unit. It is her recollection that she 
was assigned by either HESTER SONDERCAARD or MADELEINE LEE, both actresses. 
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Following this contsct with WCLFSON, Mrs. LEWIS did rejoin the Party 


of individuals she had previously known in her CPA branch. This was in the 
spring of 1946 and Mrs. LEWIS attended branch meetings approximately once a 
month for the next year. 


There was a period in the winter of 1946 when she was reassigned or 
transferred to a writers' branch although she never did understand the reason 
for such transfer. It turned out to be a temporary assignment and she only 
attended two meetings of this particular branch after which at her own request 
she was transferred back to a radio actor's group by HESTER SONDERGAARD. It 
is her recollection that MADELEINE LEE and HESTER SONDERGAARD appeared to be 
the only two with authority to make such transfers. She can recall only four 
members. of the wniters' branch to which she was assigned for a short time. 
These were BETTY/TODD, who was a director at C, ymbia Broadcasting System; 
PETER’LYON, a radio writer; Mrs. PETER (SANEY ZYON, who took the minutes at 
the two meetings which Mrs. LEWIS attended; a ROBERT HELLER, who held some 
position at CBS. é 


Mrs. LEWIS also recalls that in the winter of 1946 MADELEINE LEE 
telephoned her requesting the use of her apartment for a meeting of a young 
group who wanted to have a party to raise money for the Jefferson school. 
Mrs. LEWIS permitted the use of her apartment, but did not attend the party 
and had no association or connection with the Jefferson school herself. 


Mrs. LEWIS dates the time of her defection from the CP as the spring 
of 1947. She states that it was not a clear-cut break, and that she did not 
formally announce her resignation. She characterized her leaving the Party 
as one of neglect and failure to attend meetings. At any rate she ceased 
activity in the spring of 1947 which was also the last time she rea@iled paying 
any dues to the Party. 


In the fall of that year (1947) she married JERRY D. LEWIS, a radio 
writer, In October of that year she and her husband moved to Los Angeles. At 
this time, Mrs. LEWIS considered herself no longer a member of the CP although 
there had been no formal resignation or break with the Party in New York. 


Within a matter of a few weeks, however, after taking up residence 
in Beverly Hills, she received a telephone call from a girl who introduced 
herself as LYNN‘ WHITNEY, a radio actress. After some small talk concerning 
similar interests such as radio, golf, and mutual friends in New York which 
WHITNEY claimed to have, an appointment was made for the two to have lunch 
together, It was at this luncheon engagement that LYNN WHITNEY identified 
herself to Mrs. LEWIS as a member of the Communist Party in Hollywood and in- 
vited her to join her Party branch. Mrs. LEWIS states that she told WHITNEY 
at that time that she had left the Party in New York because she had felt 
the dismissal of FARL BROWDER had been undemocratic and that the Party had 
continued to move in the wrong direction ever since. 


(By way of identification LYNN WHITNEY is the subject of Security 
Index card in the Los Angeles Office and ber affiliation and activity in the 
local CP has been established from reliable sources. She is currently married 
or at any rate living with a colored writer by the name of CARLTON MOSS , who 
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is also the subject of & separate investigation and whose party membership 
at least in the past has been established.) 


Miss WHITNEY's argument against the reasons for Mrs. LEWIS' hesita- 
tion to rejoin was that things had changed since Mrs. LEWIS' departure from 
the Party in New York, that while EARL BROWDER himself had mt been allowed to 
return to the Party, his principles again were taking hold. WHITNEY induced 
Mrs. LEWIS to take a subscription to the "Daily People's World" which would 
prove WHITNEY's point. Mrs. LEWIS did so. Shortly after this, WHITNEY again 
contacted Mrs. LEWIS end invited her to a meeting stating that at this meeting 
she would find out for herself that things had changed and that Mrs. LEWIS' 
arguments against the Party program were unfounded. 


Mrs. LEWIS attended this meeting which she understood was a meeting 
of WHITNEY's Party branch, Although she cannot recall the exact address, she 
states it was held at the home of a writer whose first name was GENE and who 
lived in the Hollywood Hills between Cahuenga Boulevard and Warner Brothers 
Studic. 


(Although Mrs. LEWIS could not positively identify the individual 
GENE, it is possible that this may be radio writer, a subject of a 
Los Angeles investigation as an individual who has been identified as a member 
of # CP radio branch in Hollywood in 1948 and who is currently active in the 
radio division of the ASP organization). 


Mrs. LEWIS recalls at this meeting about eight or ten people were 
present, none of whom she knew with the exception of LYNN WHITNEY. ‘She remembers 
that the principal discussion was how to rid radio programs of racial caricatures 
such as the tightwed Scotchman, the razor-toting regro, the Italian gangster, 
etc. 


Sometime subsequent to this meeting, possibly a week or so later, 
LYNN WHITNEY again contacted Mrs. LEWIS to invite her to another meeting. she 
states that this time she refused and told WHITNEY that she no longer cared 
to subscribe to the "Daily People's World". WHITNEY told her to so notify the 
paper's office in San Francisco which Mrs. LEWIS did; however, the paper con- 
tinued to be delivered until thesubscription ran out. Mrs. LEWIS did not re- 
new it. 

her 

Mrs. LEWIS advised that this was/only contact with the CP in Holly- 
wood or California, and with the exception of LYNN WHITNEY she cannot identify 
anyone in Hollywood or Los Angeles as being a party member. She agreed that 
the fact that a CP representative contacted her within a short time after her 
arrival in Los Angeles from New York indicated that the New York party still 
considered her a member and had so advised the party in Hollywood. However, 
so far as Mrs. LEWIS is concerned she was not transferred to California by the 
Communist Party and she no longer considered herself ea member when Sav let. 
New York. 


Mrs. LEWIS maintains that after her last contact with LYNN WHITNEY 
ae feelings ies the CP chengcd gradually to the point where she never 
oread any i of becoming affilisted with the CF again. With the outbreak 
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of war in Korea and the convictions cf the "New York Eleven" she became 
actually anti-Communist. She states that as a matter of fact she went on 
record vocally as being against Communism at a meeting of AFRA in Hollywood 
last September. 


Mrs. LEWIS at the termination of the interview stated that while 
she did not like to do so she would be willing to attempt to rejoin the 
Party strictly for the purpose of reporting information to the FEI. Her 
husband, JERRY D. LEWIS, also stated that he would be willing for her to do 
this, Both Mr. and Mrs. LEWIS were thanked for their expression and feeling 
of cooperation, but no encouragement whatever was given them to do so at 
this time. 


The following miscellaneou information was developed toward the 
latter part of the interview with Mrs. LEWIf: 


Although she cannot recall specifically who were the officers of 
the CPA and CP branches to which she was assigned in New York, Mrs. LEWIS 
named HESTER SONDERGAARD, MADELEINE LEE, MARTIN: WOLFSON, end ANN..SHBEPHARD as 
probably the leaders of her group. 


In regard to dues, she advised that these were very nominal during 
the CPA period and she recalls that they were about $2.00 a month. During 
the CP period dues appeared to be based on income. It is her recollection 
that she paid $10.00 e year. At one time she paid her dues to MADELEINE LEE. 
She believes that at another time ANN SHEPHARD was the dues collector or 
CVEaSuULrer » 


Mrs. LEWIS stated that in 1950 she made es contribution of $25.00 
to the "Committee For the Hollywocd Ten", which was a group formed to solicit 
funds to take care of the wives and children of "The Ten" while they were 
serving their prison sentences after conviction for Contempt of Congress re- 
sulting from the 1947 HCUA hearing. It is also her recollection that it was 
the above-mentioned FRANCES CHANEY (now Mrs. RING LARDNER, JR.), who sought 
and obtained her signature on a petition for "The Ten". 


In regard to the citation in the citation in the publication en- 
titled, "Red Channels" to the effect that LOUISE FITCH, radio actress, par- 
ticipated in the May Day parade of 1947, Mrs. LEWIS states at no time did she 
actually participate or march in such a parade; that, however, she does re- 
call that she lent her name to an ad which was taken in "PM" at that time which 
she understood to be in behalf of American labor as May Day has always been 
known in United States. 


Mrs. LEWIS stated that she was a member of the Independent Citizens 
Committee of ASP in New York but she was rather vague as to whether she had 
ever been a member of the Hollywood ASP in Holl, ced. It is noted that Los 
Angeles indices indicate that LOUISE FITCH is recorded in the ASP records in 
1946 as having paid $1.00 dues in March of that year and further that she would 
"take phone lists occasionally (but) hasn't much time, " 
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Mrs. LEWIS recalls that she did make a contribution at a rally 
at Gilmore Stadium in March, 1948, at which former Senator GLEN TAYLOR was 
the principal speaker. She recalls that this rally was in the support of 
the candidacy of Mr. HENRY WALLACE and was sponsored by the Independent 
Progressive Perty.

In regard to Mrs. LEWIS’ husband, JERRY D. LEWIS, it has already 
been noted that during the interview questions were not directed at him or 
in an effort to develop information concerning his background or past or 
present organizational connections. However, the following information was 
noted based on comments which Mr. LEWIS made from time to time during the 
interview with his wife. 


Mr. LEWIS was a member of the Independent Citizens Committee of 
ASP in New York. Mr. LEWIS seems to have known or been acquainted with most 
of the people which Mrs. LEWIS identivied us having been members of her CPA 
or CP branches in New York. However, there was no indication that such ac- 
quaintanceship cn his part was other than professional and not as party mem- 
bers. 


Mr. LEWIS contributed to the campaign fund of ROBERT W. KENNY for 
the State Senate in California in 1950. Mr. KENNY, by way of identification, 
is the former Attorney General of the State of California who was active as 
Chief Defense Counsel for the "Hollywood Ten" as well as other uncooperative 
witnesses before HCUA at subsequent hearings. 


At one point during the interview with his wife when she stated 
she had contributed to the "Committee For The Hollywood Ten", and had signed 
a petitior comanding that the Supreme Court hear the appeal of the "Hollywood 
Ten", Mr. LEWIS commented that he, too, would have signed this petition had 
he been present and that he would sign such a petition today on principle. 

Before he married Mrs. LEWIS in 1947, Mr. LEWIS went with FRANCES 
CHANEY, who is the present wife of RING LARDNER, JR., one of the so-called 
"Hollywood Ten". He identified FRANCES CHANEY as having been married to 
RING LARDNER's brother, DAVID, who was killed accidentally during the war. 
It was subsequent to the death of DAVID LARDNER and before she married RING 
LARDNER that Mr. LEWIS went with FRANCES CHANEY. 


(FRANCES CHANEY, now Mrs. RING LARDNER, JR.) was formerly active 
in the New York stage and is reported to have been 3a member cf the CF,) 


When radio writer SAM MCORE left Hollywood ea few years ago to locate 


in New York a goodbye party was held at MOORE's residence which was attended 
by Mr. JERRY D. LEWIS. 
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(The CP affilations of SAM MOORE have been established and he is the subject 
of an investigation both at Los Angeles and New York. There was no indication 
from the intervievy, however, that Mr. LEWIS is or was aware of the Party af- 
filiations of SAM MOORE or any other particular individual. 


At another point during the interview Mr. LEWIS commented that he 
had attended a cocktail party on the occasion when the narrator for the FBI 
radio program was leaving the program to return to New, York. He did not iden- 
tify the narrator by name but said the party was held/at the narrator's house 
about a year ago. He recalled thet film actor LLOYD/ GOUGH was present on that 
occasion and got obnoxiously drunk at this affair. / 


(Actor LLOYD GOUGH is also the subject of Security Index card at 
Los Angeles. He was an uncooperative witness before the HCUA during its 
hearings in W:shington in the spring of 1951. At that time GOUGH refused on 
the grounds of self-incrimination to answer the Committee's questions as to 
his present or past affiliation with the CP.

You wili recall that Louise Fitch Lewis, the wife of a 
Jerry Lewis who writes our radio show, "This Is Your F8I," was 
at one time affiliated with the Communist Party. On March 14, 
1952, Irs. Lewis, accompanied by her husband, called in person ao 
at the Los Angeles Office and was iitervieuer by Special Agents me 
Morous M. Bright and John M. Cashel. 


About the middle of 1943, after her divorce from Jerome 8. 
Rosenthal, a Chicago abborney. Mrs. Lewis went to New York City to 
try to get into radio work. About the middle of 1944, after attending 
Sséveral lectures at the suggestion of Sylvia Lowy, a radio casting 
director, Irs. Lewis was persuaded by Sylvia Lowy to enter the 
Communist Party and was assigned to a group made up of people connected 
pen the stage and radio. Mrs. Lewis claims she never held any 
‘functionary post in the Partu and attended meetinas more or less 
trregularly. She estimates that her attendance at Party branch 
meetings from the fall of 1944 until the fall of 1945 averaged not 

more than 50%, She admits attending a course on HMarcism during the 
winter of 1944-1945, which she said actually was more of a history 

of the labor movement in the United States. she also admitted 
attending a series of lectures in the fall of 1946. These lectures 
took place twice a week for a pertod of three weeks and pertained to 

‘The History of the Communist Party and the Soviet Union" by Stalin.

Mrs. Lewis claimed that,when the question of the ouster of 
harl Browder took place in the Party, she became dissatisfied with 
what she thought were undemocratic methods used to force his dismissal, 
and. decided to drop out of the Party.

I called Jerry Devine last night and told Jerry 
after considerable thought on the Jerry Lewis situation,

The subject appeared in person at the Los Angeles Office 
of the FBI on March 14, 1952 where she was interviewed by SA MARCUS 
M, BRIGHT and SA JOHN M, CASHEL and furnished the following informa- 
tion: 
After completing college subject desired to become an 


actress and in 1936 left Council Bluffs, Iowa and went to Chicago. 
While living in Chicago the subject had no contact or interest in 
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the Communist Party but with the outbreak of war and the threat 
of HITLER in Germany she became more politically minded. In 
1942 the subject attended a party in Chicago given by the Joint 
Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, but that she had no reason to 
believe that this organization was controlled or influenced by 
the Communist Party. 


The Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee has been cited 
by the Attorney General as coming within the purview of Executive 
Order 9835, 


In 1944 while residing in New York City she was recruited 
into the Communist Political Association by an individual whom she 
identified as SYLVIA LOWY. LOWY first invited her to attend 
lectures at the Wellington Hotel in New York City where dis- 
cussions were held involving the state of war, the joint fight 
against HITLER and Fascism by the United States and the Soviet 
Union, and the possibilities for an era of international good 
will following the war.’ Subject identified LIONEL BERMAN as a 
functionary of the Communist Political Association and the Com- 
munist Party in New York and as a possible speaker at the discussions 
held at the Wellington Hotel. LEWIS identified HESTER. SONDERGAARD 
as instrumental in influencing her to join the Communist Political 
Association in New York. 


(It is to be noted that HESTER SONDERGAARD is the 
sister of film actress GALE’SONDERGAARD in Hollywood and that 
GALE SONDERGAARD is the wife of film director HERBERT. -BIBERMAN 
of the "Hollywood 10") = 


The arguments advanced by LOWY in getting her to join 
the Communist Political Association were the fact that this 
organization was not a political party but rather an association, 
that its principal aims were to prevent future wars, promote inter- 
national good will particularly between the United States and the 
USSR, to help the war effort against Fascism and HITLER, to fight 
against racial discrimination and Segregation in the United States 
and in general to promote a better economic way of life for every- 
one. LEWIS executed an application for membership in the Communist 
Political Association in her own name and during her affiliation 
with the Communist Political Association never at any time used 
a party name, 


The subject was assigned to the Radio Branch which was 
made up of individuals connected with the stage and particularly 
radio, During the days of the Communist Political Association 
the membership of the branch was made up of a sizable group of 
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people, perhaps seventy-five to one hundred persons. After the 
reorganization of the Communist Political Association in 1945 
back to the Communist Party, USA, the size of this branch was 
cut considerably--probably twenty members or under. 


LEWIS never held any functionary position in the Party 
throughout the period of her connection with it. She character- 
ized herself as not a very ardent member and she attended meetings 
more or less irregularly and where the date of the meeting was 
in conflict with a social occasion she would not attend the meet- 
ing. The subject is not well acquainted with the Party organiza- 
tion as such and never visited Party headquarters in New York City. 


The subject never attended any organized Party school 
nor was she told to attend a Party course of instruction. In the 
fall of 1946 LEWIS attended a series of lectures which lasted 
three weeks composed of two sessions a week. The subject of 
these lectures was "The History of the Communist Party and the 
Soviet Union" by STALIN./ These lectures were conducted by a man 
whose first name was PAUL and who was apparently connected with 
the theater or radio. PAUL is described as short, thin hair, dark, 
heavy set, always appeared to need a shave. He was in his early 
5U's and once mentioned that he lived in the Bronx, One of these 
lectures was held at the subject's apartment in New York at 1160 
Fifth Avenue and also at the apartment of a student by the name 
of DOLPH GREEN who resides in Brooklyn. 


In the fall of 1945 the subject dropped out of the Com- 
munist Political Association when the Communist Political Associa- 
tion began its scramble to return to the Communist Party USA. 
According to LEWIS, the Duclos letter was issued in May, 1945 
severely criticizing the position of the Communist Political 
Association under EARL BROWDER. At an important meeting of the 
Party held at the Wellington Hotel in New York City a final dis- 
cusSion and vote was held relative to the ouster of EARL BROWDER 
and the return to the Communist Party, USA, The majority voted 
for the proposition that BROWDER and his program "Enlightened 
Capitalism" was all wrong and that the FOSTER program was the 
correct line. This was the end of the Communist Political Associa- 
tion and thereafter the subject's branch, along with others, be- 
came units of the reorganized Communist Party, USA, 


The subject thought that BROWDER's leadership was 
preferable and saw no reason why he should have been ousted as 
he was, She was also dissatisfied with what appeared to her 
to be an un-Democratic method in forcing his dismissal. 
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¥ In the spring of 1946 the subject was recontacted by 
an actor, MARTIN WOLFSON, who had been a member of the subject's 
branch in the Communist Political Association. WOLFSON requested 
that the subject return to the Communist Party and told the sub- 
gect that if she was still dissatisfied over the BROWDER-FOSTER 
question and the sudden shift from the Communist Political Associa- 
tion to the Communist Party she should return to the Party and 
fight for her views in a democratic manner. LEWIS returned to 
the Party after this contact with WOLFSON and was assigned to the 
Radio Branch by either HESTER SONDERGAARD or MADELEINE LEE, ac- 
tresses, Subject attended meetings of this branch approximately 
once a month until the spring of 1947. 


In the winter of 1946 the subject was contacted by 
MADELEINE LEE wno requested the use of her, the subject's, 
apartment for a meeting of a young group who wanted to have a 
party to raise money for the Jefferson School. While the sub- 
ject permitted the use of her apartment, she did not attend the 
party nor had she any association or connection with the Jefferson 
School herself. LEWIS stated she became defected from the Party 
in the spring of 1947 and that while she did not formally announce 
her resignation from the Party she characterized her leaving as 
one of neglect and failure to attend meetings. 


In October, 1947 while living in Beverly Hills, the 
subject was contacted by a LYNN WHITNEY, WHITNEY identified her- 
self to the subject as a member of the Communist Party in Holly- 
wood and invited LEWIS to join her Party branch. Subject told 
WHITNEY that she felt the dismissal of EARL BROWDER had been un- 
Democratic and that since BROWDER's dismissal the Party had con- 
tinued to move in the wrong direction, WHITNEY told the subject 
that things had changed since LEWIS' departure from the Party and 
that while EARL BROWDER himself had not been allowed to return, 
his principles again were taking hold. WHITNEY induced the sub- 
ject to subscribe to the Daily Peoples World which WHITNEY claimed 
would prove her point, 


Shortly after October, 1947 WHITNEY contacted the sub- 
ject and invited her to attend a meeting which the subject under- 
stood was a meeting of WHITNEY's Party branch. Subject could 
only recall that this meeting was held at the home of a writer 
whose first name was GiNE and who lived in the Hollywood Hills 
between Cahuenga Boulevard and Warner Brothers Studio. About 
eight or ten individuals were present at this meeting, none of 
whom were known to the subject. The principal discussion at this 
meeting was the problem involved in getting rid of racial carica- 
tures on radio programs such as the "tight wad Scotchman," the 
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“razor-toting negro," the “Italian gangster," etc. The sub ject 
refused a subsequent invitation of WHITNEY's to attend another 
meeting and informed her that she wished to cancel her subscrip-_ 
tion to the Daily Peoples World. (The Daily Peoples World is a 
West Coast Communist newspaper. 


The subject was unable to identify anyone in Hollywood 
or Los Angeles as being a Party member with the exception of 
LYNN WHITNEY, After her last contact with WHITNEY, the subject's 
feeling about the Communist Party changed gradually to the point 
where she never harbored any idea of becoming affiliated with the 
Communist Party again. With the outbreak of war in Korea and 
the convictions of the New York Eleven, the subject became actually 
anti-Communist, 


The subject identified HESTER SONDERGAARD, MADELEINE 
LiE, MARTIN WOLFSON, and ANN-SHEPHARD as probable leaders of 
the group to which she was assigned while a member of the Com- 
munist Political Association and the Communist Party. 


In 1950 the subject made a contribution of $25.00 to 
the "Committee for the Hollywood 10" which was a group formed to 
solicit funds to take care of the wives and children of the “10" 
while they were serving their prison sentences after their convic- 
tion for contempt of Congress resulting from the 1947 House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities hearing. The subject was a. 
member of the Independent Citizens Committee of the Arts, Sciences, 
and Professions Council in New York but was rather vague as to 
whether she had ever been a member of the Hollywood Arts, Sciences, 
and Professions Council in Hollywood, 


The following is a list of individuals together with 
brief identifying data supplied by Mrs. LEWIS during the inter- 
view who were members of the Communist Political Association or 
Communist Party branches to which she was assigned in New York: 


CASEY ALLEN - Radio actor, member of Communist Party 
Actors Branch, New York, 1946. His wife was FRAN CARLIN, actress,: 
who was also a member of the Communist Party at that time. 


CHARLIE ANDREWS - Radio director, member of Communist 
Party, New York, 1947. His wife was RUTH ANDREWS, a non-professional, 
who was also in the Communist Party but may have separated from it 
about 1948, 


Mrs. CHARLES (RUTH) ANDREWS - Non-professional, wife of 
CHARLIE ANDREWS, member of Communist Party, New York, See CHARLIE 
ANDREWS above, 
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PAY BAKER ~ Stage and radio actress, member of Communist 
Political Association Branch, New York, 1944, Mrs, LEWIS did not 
know her well. She cannot recall BAKER's being in the latter 
branch under the Communist Party. She was a very smart dresser, 
which was one reason why Mrs, LEWIS asked who she was. Mrs, LEWIS 
believed FAY BAKER is now in Hollywood in a play at "The Players 
Ring." 

LIONEL’ BERMAN - Member of Communist Political Association 
and Communist Party in New York during Mrs. LEWIS' membership there- 
in up to 1947. Was some sort of functionary, probably a represen- 
tative of the Cultural Section or possibly higher. 


SHIRLEY BLANC - Radio actress, member of Communist Party 
Actors Branch, New York, during 1947, She was married to JAMES 
- LIPTON, actor, who was also a Party member at that time, 


KERMIT-BLOOMGARDEN - He was a member of the Communist 
Political Association Branch in 1944-1945, At that time he was 
manager for a stage company, He is now a Broadway producer, His 
wife, VIRGINIA. KAY, actress, was also in the Communist Political 
Association but Mrs. LEWIS thought BLOOMGARDEN and his wife dropped 
out of the Party after the Communist Political Association days, 
She cannot recall either of them in the later Communist Party 
branch, 


Paige RUTH BURROWS - Former wife of radio writer-actor ABE 

~ BURROWS, She was a Party member in New York about 1947. Mrs. 
LEWIS knew her after she and ABE BURROWS had separated. She lived 
at the Croydon Hotel. Mrs. LEWIS is only slightly acquainted with 
ABE BURROWS and never knew him in the Communist Party. 


FRAN CARLIN - Actress; was a Communist Party branch 
member in New York in 1946, Wife of CASEY ALLEN, actor, who 
was also in the Communist Party, See CASEY ALLEN above, 


GRACB-COPPIN - Theater actress, member of Communist 
Political Association branch in New York and later in Communist 
Party in 1947, She also did some radio acting. Her husband 
was BYRON McGRATH, actor, who was also in the Party. Mrs, LEWIS 
recalls reading in “Daily Variety" some time ago that GRACE COPPIN 
and McGRATH had gone to South America about a year ago to go into 
the ice cream business. 


BOB DONNELLY - Radio and stage actor but did not work 
very much, He was a member of Communist Party branch in 1947, 
Mrs. LEWIS recalls him as a very fervid and hotheaded individual 
His likes and dislikes were violent. He was not married then, 
If he is still in the Party, he would be a good solid member, 
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ETHEE EVERETT - Radio actress; was a member of Communist 
Party branch in New York in 1947. She was rated as a good Party 
member and worker, She was a rather frustrated individual emotion- 
ally and was not married. 


RUTH GILBERT - Radio actress; member of a Communist Party 
branch in New York in 1947. Mrs. LEWIS rates her as a ‘“feather- 
brained" individual who did not know what time it was. She cannot 
imagine GILBERT as ever having a serious thought. 


MICHAEL GORDON - He was a member of the Communist Political 
Association Actors Branch in 1944-1945, He was a theater director. 
Mrs, LEWIS knew him only in the Communist Political Association 
and not very weil. She was not acquainted with GORDON's wife. She 
recalls that GORDON was a very vocal individual at Communist Political 
Association meetings. 


DOLPH GREEN - He was a student in 1946, when a Communist 
Party lecture or discussion was held at his apartment in Brooklyn. 
He was not a member of Mrs. LEWIS' Party branch and this was the 
only time she ever saw him. His wife was also present on that 
occasion, name not recalled. At that time GREEN had mentioned 
something about having been in the Communist youth movement. 


WALTER’ GUSTAFSON - He was a sound effects man at American 
Broadcasting Company and a member of Communist Party branch in New 
York in 1947, Mrs. LEWIS recalls him as a mild-mannered man and 
not what might be called an ardent Party worker at all. He was 
decidedly irregular in his attendance at Party meetings. He had 
been divorced but was getting married again about the time Mrs. 
LEWIS left New York in 1947, 


ED..HALL ~ He was a musician who was rather highly rated 
as a clarinet player, He was a member of Communist Political Associa- 
tion branch in New York in 1944-1945. Mrs. LEWIS cannot recall him 
in her later Communist Party branch, He was a Negro about 50 years 
of age then. She recalls seeing him once in an orchestra in the 
old "Cafe Society" uptown, which is now closed. He was a very quiet, 
mild-mannered man. 


ROBERT HELLER - He held some position not now recalled 
with Columbia Broadcasting System in New York. He was a member of 
the Writers Branch of the Communist Party to which Mrs, LEWIS was 
assigned for a brief period in 1946, 
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RUTH HILL - Actress; was member of Communist Political 
Association branch and later Communist Party branch in New York 
in 1947. She was the sister of STEPHEN-HILL, an actor, who was 
also in the Party although not very ardent about it. HILL was 
probably unmarried at the time. Mrs, LEWIS has the impression 
that RUTH HILL may have later returned to California, where she 
previously came from, She recalls STEPHEN HILL, the brother, in 
the Communist Party after RUTH disappeared from the scene, 


STEPHEN HILL - Actor, brother of RUTH HILL, actress, 
See RUTH HILL above, 


JANE HOFFMAN - Primarily a stage actress: member of 
Communist Political Association branch in New York, She was a 
good Party worker then and if she is still in the Party she would 
be active now. She was married to BILLY FRIEDBURG, a publicity 
man in New York; however, Mrs. LEWIS does not recall FRIEDBURG 
with the Party. 


CHARLOTTE HOLLAND - Actress; was a member of both 
Communist Political Association and Communist Party. She was 
the wife of actor SAM-WANNAMAKER, who was also in the Party. 


LEON JANNEY - Stage actor: member of Communist Political 
Association; and Communist Party, between 1944 and 1947, Mrs. 
LEWIS did not know him too well. He seemed to be a good Party 
worker in the Communist Political Association days but not so 
ardent subsequently in the Communist Party branch. However, during 
the period of discussion over the Duclos letter, JANNEY was very 
vocal in behalf of the WILLIAM Z, FOSTER group, 


CHARLES-IRVING - Actor; was in the Communist Party branch 
in 1946-1947, Mrs. LEWIS believes he later dropped out but could 
offer no specific basis for thinking so, 


OWEN JORDAN - Actor; was a member of Communist Party in 
New York in 1947, Mrs, LEWIS woulda put him in the class of being 
a good Party member. His wife was not an actress, Her name is 
not recalled by Mrs. LEWIS, but she believes she may have also 
been in the Party. 


VIRGINIA KAY - Actress; wife of actor KERMIT BLOOMGARDEN, 
She was in the Communist Political Association branch, See BLOOM- 
GARDEN above, 


DONNA KEITH - Actress. She was a member of the Communist 
Political Association branch in New York. She was also ina 
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Communist Party branch after the Communist Political Association 
days although she was assigned to a different group from Mrs. 
LEWIS, She was recalled as being a good Party member. She later 
married a psychiatrist, name not known. 


ADELAIDE KLEIN - Actress; member of Communist Political 
Association group. She had a part in the motion picture "Naked 
City." Mrs. LEWIS recalls her as a rather fervid member of the 
Party. She saw KLEIN about a year ago when KLEIN came to Holly- 
wood to do another film. During this contact the Communist Party 
was not mentioned either directly or indirectly. Her husband is 
a lawyer and probably somewhat younger than she. His name is not 
recalled. She had been married before. 


MADELEINE-LEE - She was a member of both the Communist 
Political Association and the Communist Party branches. Apparently 
held some sort of functionary position such as Membership Director. 
She had authority to transfer members. In 1946 she asked Mrs. 
LEWIS for the use of her New York apartment for a meeting of a 
young group which was out to raise money for the Jefferson School, 
Mrs. LEWIS rated LEE as having been an important Party member, She 
had been married to MITCHELL’FINE, but Mrs. LEWIS understands she 
has since been remarried to a man by the name of JACK-GUILFORD, 
Mrs. LEWIS knows nothing of possible Communist Party connections 
of either FINE or GUILFORD, if any. Mrs. LEWIS states that it 
was MADELEINE LEE who wrote to LYNN .\WHITNEY in Hollywood when 
Mrs, LEE left New York, as a result of which WHITNEY asked Mrs. 
LEWIS to rejoin the Party in Hollywood. 


JIMMY LIPTON - Actor; member of Communist Party in New 
York about 1947. He was married to SHIRLEY BLANC, heretofore 
mentioned, 


KATHERINE~ LOCKE - She was a member of the Communist Party 
branch in New York and subsequently married radio writer NORMAN 
~CORWIN in 1947. Mrs, LEWIS does not connect NORMAN CORWIN with 
“the Party. She recalls that a branch member named SHEPHARD once 
told her that they had tried to get CORWIN to join the Party but 
had not been successful. 


SYLVIA. LOWY - Radio casting director, It was she who 
originally recruited Mrs. LEWIS into the Communist Political 
Association in 1944, She was a member of the Theatrical Branch 
to which Mrs. LEWIS was assigned and which met at the Wellington 
Hotel. She was also a member in the subsequent Communist Party 
branch in 1947, She is now married to JULIAN’ ROCHELLE and has 
been out of radio since this marriage, She is believed to live 
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in Westchester County, New York, and to have adopted a couple of 
children. LOWY was a close friend of FRANCES CHANEY, who is the 
present wife of RING-EARDNER, JR. SYLVIA LOWY was at one time 
casting director for the program "Mr. District Attorney." 


PETER’ LYON - Radio writer, He was a member of the 
Communist Party Writers Group to which Mrs. LEWIS was assigned 
for a brief period in 1946, The only two meetings of this 
writers' branch which Mrs, LEWIS attended were held at LYON 's 
house, At these branch meetings his wife, JANE LYON, took the 
minutes, 


Mrs. PETER ( JANE)~LYON - Member of Communist Party 
Writers Group in New York, 1946, See PETER LYON above. 


PAUL MANN - Actor. Member of both Communist Political 
Association and Communist Party theatrical branches in New York, 
He was married to ANN SHEPHARD who was a rather active Party 
member, PAUL MANN became a member toward the end of the Communist 
Political Association, 


BYRCN McGRATH - Actor; member of a Communist Party 
theatrical branch in New York in 1947; husband of GRACL...COPPIN, 
actress, who was both a Communist Political Association and Com- 
munist Party member. McGRATH was in the Army during the Communist 
Political Association days. May be in South America now. See 
GRACE COPPIN above, 


PAUL _-~ This individual, whose last name is not 
recalled, was apparently not of the theater and was probably a 
paid Party teacher or functionary. He taught a series of lectures 
on Party matters which Mrs, LEWIS attended in 1946, Believed to 
have lived in the Bronx at that time, 


MINERVA PIOUS -~ Actress; was "the Mrs. NUSSBAUM’ of the 
FRED ALLEN radio show; was a member of both Communist Political 
Association and Communist Party. Mrs. LEWIS recalls her as a 
very nice person who was not particularly fervid about the Party 
and who may be out of the Party now, 


JOSEPHINE .PREMICE - She was a Singer and a member of 
the Communist Political Association theatrical group or branch 
in New York in 1944-1945, 


PEARL PREMUS - Dancer; member of Communist Political 
Association, New York. 
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JONAS ROSENFIELD - He was a publicist at the time he was 
a member of the Communist Political Association in New York 1944- 
1945. Mrs. LEWIS did not know him personally. He once gave an 
"educational" at a Communist Political Association branch meeting. 
She recalls that he made the statement that HARRY BRIDGES was not 
a Party member, 


BOB RUSSELL ~ He was a lyric writer of popular songs 
and was a thember of Communist Political Association branch in 
New York in 1944-1945, 


VICTOR SAMROCK - He was the general manager for a theater 
and a member of the Communist Political Association branch in New 
York in 1944, 


ANN or ANNE SHEPHARD - She was the actress wife of PAUL 
MANN and was a member of both the Communist Political Association 
and the Communist Party. See PAUL MANN above. 


HESTER SONDERGAARD - Actress; a member of both the Com- 
munist Political Association and the Communist Party. She may 
have been a representative of the Cultural Section or on the 
section committee, She was regarded as one of the leaders of the 
branch. It was she who transferred Mrs, LEWIS back to the actors’ 
group from the writers! branch, to which she was assigned for a 
period in 1946, SONDERGAARD is the sister of GALE SONDERGAARD , 
Hollywood film actress. HESTER is believed to have later married 
former Congressman DE LACY of the State of Washington. 


JOHN SYLVESTER - Actor; member of Communist Party Actors 
Branch in 1947. He was not a particularly active member and was 
having some difficulty over his love for a Negro girl. 


BETTY TODD - She was a director at Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System and was a member of the Writers Group in New York to 
which Mrs, LEWIS was assigned for a brief period in 1946. 


SAM WANNAMAKER - He is a stage and film actor and radio 
actor who has apparently risen to the position of directing stage 
plays now, He was a member of the Communist Political Association 
in New York, 


LYNN|WHITNEY - Radio actress in Hollywood. This is the 
only individual in Hollywood or Los Angeles whom Mrs. LEWIS can 
identify as a Party member, It was WHITNEY who contacted LEWIS 
when she came to Hollywood from New York in the latter part of 1947 
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and urged her to get back into the Communist Party. WHITNEY 
identified her boy friend as a Negro writer named CARLTON'MOSS, 
who came out to Hollywood from New York later in 1947. © 


BETTY. WINKLER - Actress: a member of the Communist Party 
branch in New York in the 1947 period, although not very active. 
She is now married to GEORGE-KAENE, whom Mrs, LEWIS has met — 
socially but not in the Communist Party. Her mother, PAULA WINKLER , 
once operated a children's shop in the Beverly Hills Hotel in 
Beverly Hills, California (later sold it). 


MARTIN’ WOLFSON - Stage and radio actor: member of Com- 
munist Political Association branch in New York. After Mrs. LEWIS 
dropped out of the Communist Party following the Duclos letter, 
it was WOLFSON who contacted her and urged her to come back into 
the Party. Mrs. LEWIS' impression is that WOLFSON really believed 
in the Communist Political Association program and probably did 
not think it was unpatriotic, He was a worker and had probably 
been in the Party movement for a considerable time, 


LESLIE’ WOODS - She was a member of the Communist Party 
branch in 1947, but not a very active member. Her husband in 1945 
was an architect named JOHN.ABATE, who was also in the Party. Mrs. 
LEWIS believes the two first became acquainted in the Party. 


LOIS WHEELER - Actress; she was a member of the Communist 
Political Association in New York and later married EDGAR-«-SNOW, 
the writer. Mrs. LEWIS does not associate SNOW with the Party. 


DAILY PEOPLES WORLD 


T-1, of known reliability, advised that LOUISE LEWIS, 
1802 Angelo Drive, Beverly Hills, California, was a subscriber 
to the Daily Peoples World in 1948, The Daily Peoples World is 
a West Coast Communist newspaper. 


T-2 and T-3, both of known reliability, who are generally 
familiar with the Cultural Section of the Communist Party in Holly- 
wood as well as Communist Party matters in Hollywood, advised that 
they have no information which connects the subject with the Com- 
munist Party. 


HOLLYWOOD ARTS, SCIENCES, 
AND PROFESSIONS COUNCIL 


T-4, of known reliability, advised in February, 1951 that 
the Hollywood Arts, Sciences and Professions Council which is the 
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Southern California chapter of the National Council of the Arts, 


Sciences and Professions, was the most important Communist-controllec 


organization in the Hollywood professional field and its policies 
parallel the Communist Party line on all important issues. Member- 
ship in this organization does not of itself connote membership in 
or sympathy with the Communist Party. 


T-5, of known reliability, advised that LOUISE FITCH, 
1802 Angelo Drive, Beverly Hills, California, was known to the 
Hollywood Arts, Sciences and Professions Council and that she 
paid $1.00 in dues in March, 1948, 


PROGRESSIVE CITIZENS OF AMERICA AND 
INDEPENDENT PROGRESSIVE PARTY 


T-6, of known reliability, advised that the Progressive 
Citizens of America both nationally and locally was initiated and 
organized by the Communist Party. 


T-7, of known reliability, advised during May, 1951 that 
the Independent Progressive Party in Los Angeles County was under 
che complete control of the Communist Party, The Communist Party 
set the organizational goals of the Independent Progressive Party, 
laid down its perspectives, organized its forces, proposed its 
levels of organization, and assigned its leadership. Membership 
*“n the organization, however, did not of itself indicate Communist 
Party membership on the part of any particular member, 


T-8, of known reliability, advised that LOUISE FITCH 
LEWIS attended a rally for peace at Gilmore Stadium in Hollywood 
on March 29, 1948 which featured Senator GLEN TAYLOR, The sub ject 
donated $100.00 at this rally which was sponsored by the Progressive 
Citizens of America and the Independent Progressive Party. 


COMMITTEE TO FREE THE HOLLYWOOD TEN 


T-9, of known reliability, advised that the subject con- 
tributed $25.00 to the "Committee to Free the Hollywood 10" in 1950. 


Subject when interviewed on March 14, 1952 described the 
committee as a group formed to solicit funds to take care of the 
wives and children of “The 10" while they were serving their prison 
sentences after conviction for contempt of Congress resulting from 
the 1947 House Committee on Un-American Activities hearing.
